UNPROGRESSIVE CANADA. 


Reynold’s newspaper, the most wide- 
iy circulated of any paper in England 
amongst the artisan classes has the 
following to eay about Canadian 
politics : ea 

People ere supposed here to be proud 
of the ‘Empire on which the sun never 
sets.” and speeches in praise of it are 
constantly being made, and yet we 
wonder how many people really know 
anything whatever about it or in their 
hearts care one pin except for some por- 
tion of it in which they have invested 
their money. Let us take the oldest 
aud the largest of the British colonies 
—Canada. This is a country some 
twenty-five times as big as the United 
Kingdom, and though much of that 
large territory is mere snow and ice, 
where human beings will never live, 
yet there is an enormous margin capable 
of sustaining « big population. But 
the population dees not come. While 50 
million people might live with comfortin 
Canada, its population is almost stag- 
nant, being only a few thousands more 
than are contained in London alone. 
Few English people know this or 
trouble their heads in any way -about 
it; yet it is striking indeed, a startling 
fact. While the United States “have 
grown to bea community of nearly 
seventy millions cf human beings, 
Canada has cnly a beggarly five mil- 
lions. How is this? Of course the 
United States have by far the finer part 
of the continent, and yet even this does 
not account for the marked contrast. 
Canadian immigration agents have 
touted all over Europe at great expense, 
and yet very few fish have come to 
their net; while of those that have 
come a large proportion have slipped 
through into the United States. There 
must be some explanation for this fact, 
and we find the explanation in the pre- 
dominance for nearly twenty -years of 
the Conservative party in Canada with 
its high protective policy, its utter in- 
capacity forthe higher statesmanship, 
its rigs of contractcr, jobbers, protected 
mannfacturers, and its silly attempt to 
draw England herself into its protection- 
ist ring-fence. 

The oaly hope for Canada lies in the 
abandonment of a policy which has 
yielded such deplorable results as those 
to be found in Canada. These results 
are briefly are as follows: 
tion of a large section of ‘‘ unemployed” 
(in a new and thiuly populated country) 
due to the artificial attempts to stimulate 
industries for which the country is not 
fitted, and possibly never will be. The 
piling up of a huge debt, now one of 
the very largest in the world in propor- 
tion to the size of the population, the 
whole of the Dominion, provincial and 
Municipal, debts now amounting toa 
sum of over £17 per head for every 
man, woman and child in Canada—an 
alarming and disgraceful fact. The build- 
ing of railways which do not and cannot 
pay by a system of public subsidies in- 
volving wholesale political jobbery and 
corruption. The deliberate attempt to 
make bad biood between the United 
States and Canada by a futile and vain 
rivalry, and so dragging England into 
constant difficulties with the United 
States which every sensible English- 
man deprecates. The presence alike 
of a small population and a high taxa- 
tion.Such are the undeniably results of 
the Canadian conservative policy which, 
in its present form, dates back to about 
the year 1877, and of which the late 
Sir John Macdonald -was the founder 
and patron. His successor in the game 
is Sir Charles Tupper, who, beginning 
political life as a poor man, has con- 
trived to amass millions, and whose 
policy is nothing but a pot-pourri of 
political jobbery and humbug from be- 
ginning to end. It is to satisfy this 
man that Mr. Chamberlain has been 
talking an infinite deal of nonsense on 
the Canadian question, 

What Canada needs is the restora- 
tion to power of the liberal party, with 
its able leaders and sagacious and 
generous policy. The Canadian liberal 
idea is that of developing the country, 
not by subsidizing interests and plund- 
ering the tax payer in favor of the fat 
railway contractor, but by the natural 
expansion of trade. The game of high 
protection whicb both the United States 
and Canada have been playing has ter- 
ribly injured the latter, which ought 
naturally to find her best markets in 
the great American cities. The aim of 
the Canadian liberals would therefore 
be to bring about better relationssbe- 
tween the two countries which would 
benefit the whole continent of North 
America. Until this is done, immi- 
grants will largely leave Canada alone 


Canada’s policy is wiser artificial and 
expensive methods of attracting immi- 
gration will be unnecessary ; the pcpu- 
lation will begin to grow naturally. No 
more publi¢ money will be flung into 
the greedy mawvof the railway corpora- 
tions, and there will be, therefore, no 
more opportunity for the politicians at 
Ottawa to make money by corruption.

TO THE FARMERS OF ALBERTA. 


Asa resident farmer of this district, I 
find a great many of our class do not take 
the interest in polittcai matters of the da 
that they should. Why is it that money is 
so scarce, and times so hard with farmers 
here; I find that in 1895 we received over a 
million dollars for cattle alone what has be- 


poly. If we had s tariff for revenue only and 
that on the luxuries of life.and railway rates 
regulated by the goverament as they should 
be the cost of living in Alberta, would he 
reduved fifty per cent and leave us money 
in band to develop our farms. 

How are our local markete protected ? 
British Columbia, should be our “market for 
butter, beefand muttor, flour and feed, if 
railway rates were equal in all parts of the 
country but instead the goverument of the 
day pays the C, P. R. to carry by steamer 
and railway from Austrailia butter, beef, 
mutton, wool etc, for our markets 
costing less freight than we are charged for 
afew miles. The result is we sell for low 
prices and Suy at high ones. You can buy 
Canadian made farm machinery for less in 
foreign cowutries than in Alberta on account 
of our protection ; the farmers wool, wheat, 
and other articles that are called raw 
material are free, but when manufacture are 
protected ; the result is 45 cents for wheat 
per bushel and $5.00 per barrel for flour, 
ten cents per pound for wool one to two 
dollars per yard for cloth, and so on in 
many cases. 

I think a change of government would 
benefit this country. Our debt is enormous 
and growing a million more each year and 
very little to show for it. The interest at 
present is over $27,000.00 per day to be 
paid by less than one million ratepayers 
and there mast be a halt or ruin is sure to 
tie the result. 

We should elect Frank Oliver for Aiberte. 
He is a man who has been tried and found to 
be on able representature in our local coun- 
cil,a man who has spent money years in this 
and is in a position to know the wants of the 
people and a man able to stand up and de- 
mand our rights where as on the other hand 
his opponent is a man who is nota good 
speaker and his agent told ue at Bowden he 
had not been successful in his business, but 
he thinks if we sent him to Ottawa he can 
draw a saiary and hold up thumbs to the 
order of Sir C. T. Bart. But farmers and 
all others should say no, and cast there 
votes for Frank Oliver.

GERMAN RAPTIST CHURCH 
OPENING. 


The Otoskawan Baptish church southwest 
of the Rabbit Hills, held their church open- 
ing services on Sunday the 7thinst. The 
weather was all that conld be desired, 
bright, sunny and cheerful, and a large 
erowd of people, from far and near congre- 
gated to take part in the services, and 
listen to the discourses of the day. The 
friends from east Leduc neighborhood turn- 
ed out in great numbers; quite a number of 
loaded teamscame all the way from We- 
taskiwin, and several were present from 
South Edmonton. 

In the morning Rev. G. A. Schulte, 
superintendent of German Baptist missions 
for the United States and Ganada, was in- 
troduced by the pastor, #rederick Mueller, 
and preached from Genesis 28;17. How 
dreadful is this place; this is none other 
but the house of God, and this the gate of 
Heaven.” At the close of this service, as 
many of the congregation as came from a 
distance were served toa good substantial 
repast by the ladies of the church in the 
building. 

At 2 p. m. Pastor Wm. Mueller, of Win- 
nipeg, preached an edifying discourse, also 
in German. Between 3 and 4p. m.. Rev. 
Hoyler, missionary pastor of the Moravian 
Brethern in the reserve southeast of Kdmon- 
ton preached an appreciative discouree also 
in the German language. In the afternoon 
the congregation was augmented by quite a 
member of English speaking people, from 
various localities, south, east, and west, some 
of them all the way from Edmonton; and be- 
tween 4and 5p. m., Pastor A. McDonald, 
of South Edmonton, addressed them in 
English from I Cor. 1: 2, *‘ The Church of 
God,” developing thoughts of the charaeter, 
work and encouragement of the church of 
God or the new testament church, after 
which superintendent, G. A. Schulte gave a 
synopsis of Mr. McDonald’s discourse in 
German. for the benefit of those who did 
not understand English. To a strange,though 
even unable to understand a word of Ger- 
man, the worship of thess Germans was felt 
to be very impressive, and from the manner 
and enthusiasm of both speakers and hearers 
during «discourse in their‘native tongue, 
most intense earnestness and enthusiasm 
were manifest. The praise part of the 
service was something grand ; a choir of 50 
or 60 trained singers directed and timed by 
a thorough musician and choir master, lead- 
ing offand the whole congregation men, 
women and children, chiming in with a 
heart and will, made that part of the ser- 
vice most inspiring and uplifting tothe 
spectator, and left the impression, most 
emphatically that after all there is no music 
like that of the well-trained human voice. 


The church edifice dedicated on that day 
is a substantial well built trame structure 
50 by 30 feet, comfortably seated and taste- 
tully furnished, a credit to both the pastor 
at the people,especially in such hard times 
as the present.. Much of the praise is due 
to _Pastor Frederick Mueller, who for the 
last :taree years has labored so incessantly 
and so yobly in the leadership of this people 
in conhnction with the congregation at 
east Ledtc and Wetaskiwin. Amid much 
privation le has persistently continued to 
labor with hese congregations the past years 
with scarcéy enough to maintain himself 
and family wile having offers from wealthy 
fields in the dikance to serve them with the 
romise of abungnt remuneration, patient- 

y waiting for, and confidently expecting 
the assured rewarQ**in that day.”—Com.

Any British born subject who has been to 
the United States or any other foreign 
country and become naturalized there, must 
take out naturalization papers here before 
he will be entitled to vote.
